Teatorday in reportiug the inter- 
view of tlio educational deputation 
Willi the Governor, m o Ettvtcd Umt the 
" Episcopal clei'^'y Lad iietitionod 
against tlio continuanco of the iroo 
Bystora of Education." This Btiitc 

■ *^f;-,inont was not Btrictly correct, Tbo 
clergy did not Bond a petition to tlio 
Govortior ; but tlio Bishop of Colutn* 
bia did aadroRS a loiter to his ExocN 
leucy in which his Lordship expressed 
an iinfavorublo upiiiiou of tlio Iroo 
Bystfim. Fooliug that cvcryihingall'iict" 
ing the wolNboiiig and preservation 
of our prcsonl syslein of education 
is of interest, wo hero givo tho 
Bishop's Iclter in full : 

VicToniA, August 2'lili, 18G7. 
My DE\R Sir.— Id the pubhched account 
of a recent intervlasv granted by your Ex- 
cellency to llie lioixrd of Kilucution, wliun 
reference was made to au address from cer-

^fe^to a'siat the public tdiioaiion, by ainirdiii^ 
insttuction iu Cbristiiui principles to the 
cbildren ot thoea paienis wlio mi^bt desire 
it, but that the Bouid, in reply U) our appli- 
catioD, haviiis; appointed the playiim.: ot Ilie 
children lur Ibat |iiirpose, and tlioreby ut- 
tacbiu^ lo religiou-j tBacliint; a penalty and 
deprivation, we were o'>ligt!d to coiiaider the 
nrrangeinent a virtual denial of ihe oppor- 
tunity the School Act had allowed. It is 
therefore true, both that there is do religious 
inatruction iQ the Ecbuois, and that no proper 
facilities have ever been afforded for euoh an 
ndvantugo. It is much to bo laiiienlud that 
the benefit ol tlia public frrant lor education 
Bhonld be liiiiiteit iu tliid pan of tlio Colony 
to only a finiiill portion < t Uie inliabitaiits. 1 
believe I am correct iu Piiyinir tliat, v/liiio 
there arc at this time about 700 children of 
European pn'entj ia the various eobools.oi 
Vancouver Islond, jot not above 250 are in 
actual attemlunce in thoee provided at the 
public expense : a fact revenlin;; somn coii- 
Biderable want of, c(;!ilid(!nca in tiie present 
ByBtem, and its oxpensive luananeniunt. 

Il the proposal of yt ur Excellency were 
carried out, my buliel is iliat the rcnult would 

v', -■ be B pmaller burden ujion the public reveaue 
better paid teachers, more cllicieDt eohools 
and more general eiiiiBfaciiou.

Tlie : firBt Board of Eduoation, 
wo belio7a, laid it down as a 
rule that religious instraotion 
Bhonld only bo imparted after school 
hours or during recess; which, us his 
Lordship very correctly romarUs, 
converts instruction thus imparted 
into a " penalty.'' But this rulo,it must 
bo remembered, was passed years ago by 
a bod}' that hassinco (according to tho 
Governor) dcceiis'jd. T!ie presuiit 
Board wa-i rccon.-lrucicd out soiuo 
of the old itiiUorial willi tho ad«> 
dition of iiov/ ; and to our certain 
kno«-led^;o tlie new orgaiiiaiilidn has 
never iicen applied to by the Biiihop 
ot Columbia ur by any of his clergy or 
laiiy, or by any of tho clergy or laiiy 
of tho Cuilioiic chiircii, lor a relax-* 
ation of tho rule. Had an application 
of tho kiiiJ been inado \vc believe 
there is liberality onougli in the Board 
Oi Jiiducation lo hiu o cjiisontod to tho 
adoption of sonio plan whoroby tho 
children of each dutiominalion might, 
bavo received during fichool hourf, on 
different dayt, in a private or class 
room attached to tho school building, 
religions instruction from clergy m n 
of their own porsuaeion j but to allow 
the olorgymon of any donominalion 
to visit tho scboolB and instruct the 
children of Jews, Oatholics, Bpiscopu- 
liana or Disaentora in their peculiar 
tenets, would be aslcing a privilege 
that would not, utider any oii'oum- 
Btancos, vve hope, bo allowed. Tho 
Bishop's complaint " that tho beiielit 
of the public graut of education should 
bo limited in this part of the Colony lo 
only a small portion of the inhabitants,'' 
and that out of " about seven hundred 
cliiltlren of J'liiroiieiiii iiareiiis in the 
various schools of A'aticouver lilinnl, yet 
not above two liiiiulred and lli'iy arc in 
actual (il ti-ialaiiee iu lliosc provided al 
the public c.Nlieuse,^' ;.^ iiol i;i keeping 
with facts. 'I'ho liisluip i.s peiiiapH 
not aware that out of " .seven liumlfeil 
children," of f;iiiii]iean cxtraclioii, on tiie 
Island, at least are of so leinhT an 
age that it wonM 1"' an net of .supreme 
folly to scad thoiu to any school ; and 
that of tho remaining .IOi), iioL le^.s than 
250 (according lo his BonLihip'.s 
figures) were in ri;,nilar altond 
once on the Bchools under the control of 
the Board, thus kavin-- only i:io 
children to attend the Collegiate School, 
and tho St. Ann's and Angela Colleges, 
Again, His Lordship says there is " some 
coiisidernblo wont of coiiCdeiico iu the 
present system." Let us refer onco 
more to "facts and ligures" to kIiow 
vvhoihor or not this remark Is juitill, 
able. About two monlhs ago the 
public were appealed loon behalf ol 
the ColIcKinto School. Thoy wore told 
that, noiwiihstondingit was managed 
in ucconlanco with the Btriot rules ol 
Ibo Church of England, the number oft 
Boholura hajgiocroasodso rupidly] 



AB to render its further maintonanoo a 
matter ot considerable anxiety. A 
meeting of parents und others, in ro> 
sponse to this appeal, was held, when it 
waa shown that tbo school was losing 
money nt the rule of §2500- per an- 
num, and it was decided to reduce 
tho fees charged Boholara from 35 to 
S2 50, in tho hope of attracting a 
larger attendance. A.t the oloae of the 
summer vacation the aohool w«8 re- 
opened about the samo time that the 
Central (Free) School recommouood ; 
and what has boon the result? Tho 
Collegiate School counts sixty pupils, 
while tho Central School has an aver- 
ago attondunco of not loss iht^n one 
hundred. If tho public, as his Lord- 
ship claims, have lo.st " conli loiico" in 
tho free school system, all we have to 
say ia that thoy have an extraordinary 
way of Hhowing it.

Bishop of Columbia oxprodsos bis con. 
tidonco in a donominalioiial syslcn of 
education. And that is tho whoL' 
secret of the opposition oirorcd 
to Free Schoolo horc. J'lccauao of tho 
popularity ot tho admirable (^yaioiu 
for which the koysiUmo- ot a mighty 
odilico has bo.:ii laid o:i this Idand, 
deaominational sobools aro going 
behind, and govorhmont^l aid ia 
.sought to assist tbem in maintaining 
their position. On this, if on no other 
poiut, Ohurohmon and Catholics aro 
agreed. ' Tho single objection token 
is that it is wrong to oiler to the Eng- 
lish or Catholic youth education upon 
precisely equal terms with tho youth 
of any other denomination ; and that 
tho Governraonb is violating all 
liberal principlea and all principlos of 
fairness because thoy say to the youlh 
of those denominations, "you shall re- 
ceive tho same secular education as 
tho 3'outh of all other denomiaations, 
and jour religioua principlea Bhall be 
in no degree invaded or interfered 
with." 'i'his is called unfair and iH 
liberal ! Tho quoalion a fewday.s ago 
wan whether we should give up, sur- 
render and abandon this noble idea of 
a united education lor all classes on 
tho Island, and exchange it for a sec^ 
tarian .system. ? Tho pcophj have 
answered tho question in the iiega-. 
live, and it only remains for iho Gi)V. 
ornrncnt to fulfil its promi.so to the 
Board of Biucation to place tho h'roe 
Secular System again on Ils fo'jt and 
out of the roach ot '■uliive aitcinpL.s lo 
undermine and dcatrov its otlluicucv.

Sir,— The Grouse Creek Bed Rock 

Flniiiu Company having aj^reed to accept 
of your arbitration in tlii! dispute [icndiii;^^ 
b'llween that Conijiany ami tin: Ciinailiiui 
Co., and there being every prub ibility 
that tho latter Company will likewise 
uceriit it, I am desired by the Governor 
to proceed without delay to put you in 
possession of such facts, connected with 
tho case, as have come within His Excel- 
lency's knowledge. 

2. It is not necessary to go back be- 
yond the tirae when Mr. Comnii.ssiom-r 
Spalding, at the suit of tlie Flume Com- 
pany, ejected ilio Canadian Cniipany 
from a eerl.iiii strip of land, between 37 
and TjO f(;el distance on tho east side of 
(Jioiiso Creek. 

:;. You will find tho records of the 
Kiclificld Court House singularly barren 
i)f inforinatioij as to the cviili.nce brou'^iit, 
forward al the iuMring of the case, and of 
the inotivi! which govcnied the decisinn . 
'Ihc record .simply sl:ilcs "Verdict lor the 
plaiiitiU's and Jlis i^xcollcncy is iu- 
I'onncd that tho question of boundaries 
was not entered into. The Charier of 
the Flurao Compnny ;.:ave them a Inn: - 
dred feet in width along the t'l. ' k. It 
was assumed that they had, thcndnre, ,0u 
feet, on each side of the Creek. The Can- 
ailian Ceuipauy were, coiLsetpieutly, 
ordered to remove to that distance. 
The Governor believes there was some 
shov/ of resislaiici\ and that certain mem- 
bers of the (Joinpaiiy were sent lo piisotL 
The Company Ininiediately e]ipcaled to 
tlwj Knpi'iMne Conil. (Jhief .Iu^tieu l!r;j- 
bie duLcrmiiied tint there was no appeal ; 
and thus tho matter rested for a time, 

4. But tho Flume Compnny then 
brought an action of trespass before jMr 
Coiniiiissioiier 15all against the IJhick 
1 lawk Company, for working within 
feet of tlic cast side of the Creek. 'I'lic 
(jne.stion of boniidarie.s was then gone 
into. Sworn oyidBiico. \ya8 produced 
showing tliat tho Fliiiiie Cdiripany had, in 
ISIil, staked out the 100 feet in wiillli 
along the Creek, and witnes.^es deposed 
thai the stream had cliaiigeil i s eonrsc 
since llieii, and that, tlie Comiiany were 
now, by their selectinh then, en titled to 
more tlitui 5(1 IV'et on the Wi:st sido, with 
a corrtspoiiiliiig diniiniilion nn the cisl, 
which left them only 37 feet 10 inches oa 
that side. Air CoiiimisHioni;r Bill, ac. 
corilingly, gave judgment for tho Bu- 
fcndaiilH, " tho Flume Company's line 
being only 37 foot lO incliea from their 
lliiino, and jiarallcl to it." If this decision 
WHS right, it lollowed that the Canadian 
Company had been ejected by ALr Spald- 
ing oil iniptu-fect cvideuco If the strip of 
12 feet 2 inches did not belong to tlie 
Flume Company it inevitably reverted to 
tho Ottuadiau Ooinpuuy from pro-ooiptiou 



and priority of record. Yet both de_ 
cisions, apparently contradictory, had tho 
force of law. q'ho Canadian Company, 
having acquired tho rights of the 131ack 
Hawk Company, took the land adjudged 
lo them as aforesaid, and also resumed 
possession of ii sliort portion of the coa- 
timiatioa of the strip, which Mr Ball's 
judgment const iiic; ively assigned to 
them. .Mr I!;dl, however, on the I3lh 
.Inly, dispalclied throe Constables 
to eject Ihoin, 'The Canadians ro- 
sistod, i^nd rescued one member ol 
their companj' whom the Constables 
endeavored lo socura. Tho Canadian 
Company at ouoc (1.4Lh July) applied 
to Mr Bogbio lor aHsistanoo, and stated 
that their only object in any action 
thoy n ay have taken " is not with tho 
idea or tho inloniion of making a 
breach of tho law fur any othor object 
'han to como into Court in a position 
that would lorco tho Flume Company, 
or enable tbom (the Canadian Com- 
pany) to ])rove who is entitled to tho 
ground in dispute. 

" The Canadian Company wo'l 
know that Lliey cannot bring tbo case 
beloro you unless ou appeal, Tli(>y 
aro denied a hearing in tho Gold Cum- 
misaiouor's Court, oonfieq icntly can 
have no appeal either in law or in 
equity, a.s llioy uiidorslaiul it, aii<l on 
tho warranlH aboui lo be issiiod they 
eannol appear in Court unlc->s in con- 
le-'iipt; and this communication is im- 
mediately forwarded with no other 
object than, us far i s pussil'lo, lo dis^ 
own any idea or iut 'ntiori (jf rebellion 
against tho law, but mondy to slalo 
tiial their objoct i* to place tbeniseivos 
in a jiosition whore thoy can have the 
oppartatiilj' of proving by law their 
titlo to the property in dispute. " 

5. Mr Begbie, on tho 15th dniy, w" 
plies : (the originals of all Uio papers 
iVom which quotations are made ii'o 
enclosed lo yuu) "Probably tbo only 
saiislaotory course would bo to go 
now lully into tho question of title, 
before mysolf, ontiroly afresh. But I 
do not Boa bow I have any power to 
underlako suoh investigation, unless 
all ]iarlios como lo somo agreement res- 
pecting it. At all events 1 cannot see 
how any open or coaccrted schemes of 
violence can aid you." 

(i. As has been before stated, the Con- 
stabli's were rosi.-^tcd, but iSIr Coiainissiou 
er Uall still feeling himself called npoii to 
give eir,:ct uiiiiislerially lo Mr SpaKling's 
(leeisioii, which seemed irreconcilable with 
his own, subsequently proceeded lo the 
ground, backed by tho, Deputy SherilV, 
and a few inhabitants of Cariboo; the 
surrender of tho ground was however 
refused. 

7. A Telegram was sent by Mr Ball to 
the Governor oil lliu 18lh July, .staling 
the matter, and rccjui'sting tli it a force of 
Marines might bo sent up by E.^press. 
The Governor telegraphed in reply 
"force if necessary. l)ut highly desirable 
not to send it.'' Tbo Governor simtil- 
tatieonsly received a Telegram from the 
iJanatliaii Co. "Alisiitidcrslandiiig exists 
between tiold Cuinmissioucr and Miners 
of C.iriboo. JMeraorial on Miners behalf 
forwarih'd you by Express. Pull explan- 
ation, no violence or fear of any.'' IDs 
I'ixcclieney replied " lie sure of justice. 
But oi.ey hiw. Keep u[) high character 
of Cariboo." 

S. The uppcal for an armed force In 
coeroe a considerable Mining Company 
induced the Governor, as you' arc aware, 
to consider the matter in the Executive 
Council wlirii the ineiiiorial of the miners 
and the i'C|ii>i-ts of Ihc Commissioner had 
been rt.'ceived ; and ho yielded with .some 
reluctance lo the recouiinendatioii that he 
should proceed in person to the scene of 
the distni banco. The Canadian Co,, it 
was lu ld, p('^<i's-:cd a claim to considrra- 
lio:i frmn tlii'ir 1 1: olesta I ion thai their 
only oljrrt wn^ to have tbo title lo the 
strip of land fJfol 2 inches settled in 
any way which would give thcin an op- 
portunity of staling their case. 

9. On His Excellency's arrival in Car- 
iboo, ho plac'd hi'iiself in cnmiiHiiiication 
with the twi) Cuiiip.niii'S. The Canadian 
had from the b.'ginniiig solicited his iiitei'- 
feroiice. In Cariboo they asked for a 
rehearing of tho case before Mr iiegbie, 
or for any arbitration Ijcfore tiiiy one the 
Governor might [)lea5c to apiioint. They 
eonleiHh.il ih.at tlio late decision of ^Ir 
li.ill vo liio strip of land to tbcni, but 
nevcriheless they would be salislied with 
an arbitration. But the Governor, as 
you aro aware, said that before ho would 
' lit' itaiii the question at all the land in 
dispnie must bo handed over to the (Jov- 
eriiini'iit. This was at once agreed lo, 
.Vrxt, the .L^old taken out must be paitl 
over to a I'ublic Ollicer pending a deci- 
sion of tho case. This was also agree ! 
to at onco. All tho gold in hand would 
be paid over, a!id security given for what 
had been expended. Further, the Gov- 
ernor said that all Ihc men iiieiiiionod in 
the (Jold (..■oiiiniissionei''s tfiiiiiiiiijii>es as 
iiaving rcsi.^i.ed the I'olico iiiiKst surrender 
to justice. 'J'hi.s likewise, after some 
hesitation, wa.s agreed lo. Thus the 
wiinli' (|uesiioii might have been Bellied

'heel' youL'sell', and come baek ;" nt the 
Bame time shipping,' him in llio luoiitli. 
B. — I'll come — sure.'' P.— ' Uo, and 
when you come — come a lighting,'' Bull 
then went out and firmed liiniselt', and 
when coming back to the aaloon met Peel 
a few stops from the door with his 
woman pa his arm. On seeing iiim, it is 
said, -Peel drew his revolver, when BnU 
immediately fired at him, three shots. 
The lirit shot went through Peel's heart, 
the second was in tbe left side of his neck 
and tbe third entered his left cheek, the 
pistol being hold so close that his cheek 
was burned. Peel fell at the first fire 
and never fired a shot. Bull is o novice 
at killing men ; but the Montana Post 
gives the particnlars of several murders in 
which Peel, who seems to have been a 
blooJ-tbirsiy wretch, figured ns slayer. 
Tho second murder occurred at Lae-sbnrg, 
in Idaho. A. J. Johnson and P. \Y. 
McManns, well known citizens, got into a 
dispute about a settlement, which re- 
sulted in both pirties drawing idslols, hut 
tho interference of friends [int a stop lo 
the aflfair. Soon after, Mr. Johnson was 
passing down the side-walk in front of 
McManns' saloon, v.-hon he was assaulted 
by McMami-, receiving a blow on tho 
head with a donli!u-l);irrelud gnn, which 
felled'-' him to the gi'onnd, and while ly- 
ing insensil)le fro.n liin tll'i;cts of the 
blow, McJ^Ianus delilierately lired the 
contents of both barrels into liis body, 
killing liim insiiurdy. Mr. Johnson wus 
lately from Walia ^\'alla, aged about 
thirtj'-fivc years, and was a nuicli re- 
spected gentleman. ]Io was the proprie- 
tor of a Keg Euloon in Ive^bnrg ai:d 
owns, a large saloon in Walla Wull i 
MoManus escaped, although parties are 
now out in search of him. He was a 
member of the Legislature of Montana 
last winter last, and heretofore has borne 
a good reputation. Great cxcitomeut 
was created in Lcosbnrg in consequence 
of this cold blooded murder, and strong 
talk, such as "hang hira," was going the 
ronncls. It was feared it would give rise 
to tbo formation of a Vigilance Commit-.
